4. THE PRESIDENT STRESSED THAT WHILE THE LEBANESE AUTHORITIES 
RESERVED ALL THEIR RIGHTS AND INTERESTS TOWARDS THE CAIRO 
AGREEMENT, NOTHING SHOULD OBSTRUCT THE IMPLEMENTATION OP 
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SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS 425 AND 426, AND NO PRETEXTS 
SHOULD BE GIVEN TO STAND IN THE WAY. 

5. THE PRESIDENT POINTED OUT THAT THE INTERNATIONAL FORCES
